Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/1 7/2006 have been~fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant arguments from pages 9-16 that Emerson reference does not suggest 
of transmitting, upon selection, of the caller ID. Accordingly, the examiner respectfully 
disagrees with applicant arguments. Emerson invention is directed to a method and system for 
exchanging profile information (i.e., caller ID, contact information, and any type of information 
that the user wishes to provide) between the calling party and the called party (see paragraph 
0065). In one embodiment, information between users is exchanged during the call set up stage 
(see paragraph 0039-0040). In another embodiment, information is exchanged on demand after 
call set up where the user actuates the button to exchange information (see paragraph 0042). This 
clearly suggest of transmitting the profile information upon selection. Therefore, Emerson 
reference clearly disclosed applicant limitations as claimed.
